Michael Gorin Sentenced for 
Six Years, Hafis Salich 
for Four, and Each Is 
Fined $10,000.

LOS ANGELES, March 20 (AP). 
—-Michael Gorin, Pacific Coast man- 
ager of Intourist, Soviet Govern- 
ment agency, was sentenced in 
United States District Court here 
today to serve six years in a Fed- 
eral penitentiary and fined $10,000 
for espionage. 

Hafis Salich, Russian-born ex- 
navy intelligence agent, convicted 
with Gorin, was sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment and fined $10,- 
000, 

United States District Judge 
Ralph E. Jenney denounced Gorin 
for violating “the hospitality this 
country so graciously extended” 
him, and declared he would be 
deported “as an undesirable alien 
upon the expiration of his prison 
term, 

The Judge denounced Salich for 
proving false to the oath of alle- 
giance to the United States he took 
when he became a citizen. 

Gorin’s attitude of calm, main- 
tained throughout the trial of the 
two men and Natasha Gorin, his 
wife, was shattered when Judge 
Jenney pronounced sentence. He 
winced, 

Mrs. Gorin was acquitted on a 
charge of conspiracy after other 
counts against her had been dis- 
missed by the Court. 

The pair were charged with steal- 
ing informatien concerning Jap- 
anese activity from confidential 
navy files and transmitting. it to 
Russia. Salich was alleged to have 
received $1700 from Gorin for his 


part. 
“It is indeed fortunate for you 


that your offenses were not com- 
mitted in time of war so that it 
would then be necessary for me 
to impose the death penalty,” Judge 
Jenney said.

From Paris — German 
Press Hints Naval Treaty 
With Britain May Be. 
Canceled. 


BERLIN, March 25 (AP),—Ger- 
many and Lithuania were reparted 
today to have reached an under- 
standing on Germany’s possible an- 


nexation of Memel. 

The outcome of conversations be- 
tween Juozas Ursbys, Lithuanian 
Foreign Minister, and Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, German Foreign Minis- 
ter, was described as: 


1. Germany will receive Memel 
with open arms if and when Mem- 
ellanders make known their deSire 
to get “home into the Reich.” 

2. Lithuania will consider itself 
rid of unnecessary ballast. 


The ostensible cause for Memel’s 
reunion with Germany, howeven, 
will be Memel itself—not Germany 
or Lithuania. 

The Memel Landtag, meeting 
March 25 (Saturday), is expected 
to raise the cry of self-determina- 
tion with a demand to “get home 
to the Reich.” 

Then Hitler’s marching columns 
would enter Memel as liberators. 
Whether the Lithuanian attitude 
was prompted by events in Central 
Europe or whether Lithuania in- 
tended to offer Memel to Germany 
anyway, Urbsys appeared to have 
become convinced that loss of the 
1099 square-mile district would be 
good riddance. 

Memel was detached from Ger- 
many by the Versailles Treaty and 
later placed under Lithuanian 
sovereignty with a measure of au- 
tonomy. 

Economic Considerations. 


Lithuania, it was said, would of- 
fer attractive economic terms for 
Germany’s purchase of its produce 
—chiefly geese, butter, eggs and 
timber. 

Although Lithuania was pictured 
as prepared to find the Memel Land- 
tag’s expected self-determination 
cry “most reasonable,” Lithuanian 
diplomatic quarters were positive 
their foreign minister had no inten- 
tion of applying for a protectorate 
for his country. 

“If anybody tries to enter our 
country by force. of arms,” one 
Lithuanian said, “we will resist to 
the last’ and defend our indepen- 
dence.” 

Both von Ribbentrop and 
Urbsys were understood to have 
agreed that settlement of the Me- 
mel qtsestion need not disturb rela- 
tions between the two countries. 
It was announced earlier today 
that Count Johannes von Welczek, 
German Ambassador to Paris, had 
been ordered “to return to Berlin 
to report.” 

French Ambassador Robert Cou- 
londre, called back Saturday by his 
Government, already had left the 
German capital. 

With Reichsfuehrer Hitler back 
in his chancellery, the press hinted 
at a possible cancelation of the 1935 
British-German naval treaty in re- 
ply to Great Britain's protest over 
the Nazi absorption of Czecho-Slo- 


vakia.

“The committee can 
see no justification for the main- 
tenance of arsenals containing 
army-type machine guns, subma- 
chine guns, large numbers of army 
rifles and rifles of lesser caliber, 
shotguns of the regular repeating 
and sawed-off types, and pistols 
and revolvers of all makes and 
calibers as well as prodigious quan- 
tities of gas and gas equipment en- 
tirely unsuited for use except in 
policing large crowds of people.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Wil- 
liam O. Douglas of Connecticut, 
chairman of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, was nominated 
by President Roosevelt today for 
the Supreme Court seat vacated by 
the retirement of Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis. Douglas, 40 years old 
last October, is one of the youngest 
men ever appointed to the court. 

The selection of Douglas was «a 
victory for the Thomas Corcoran- 
Jerome Frank bloc of White House 
advisers. A spirited under-cover 
campaign had been directed against 
him by another less influential 
group of young New Dealers, who 
argued that the young SEC chair- 


man had been too friendly with big 
business, notably the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Western Background. 

By designating Douglas, a resi- 
dent of Connecticut, President 
Roosevelt followed the advice of 
Senator George W. Norris, who in- 
sisted that geographic considera- 


tions should have little part in the

BUCHAREST, March 20 (AP)-— 
Rumania appeared ready today to 
make economic concessions to Ger- 
many but stood firm against the 
surrender of any political rights.

The Governor added: 

“The anti-salary-buying remedy 
in Section 2 will, in my opinion, 
gonfer on salary and wage earners 
benefits in excess of the harm aris- 
ing from the interest rate increase.” 

The Governor said that if the 
new rate, by practical application, 
is found to be too high, it may be 
amended by the next Legislature, 
and that in the meantime the evils 
of salary-buying will be escaped. 

As passed, the bill did not contain 
an emergency clause, hence the 
Measure will not go into effect un- 
til 90 days after the Legislature ad- 
journs. 

The bill, originating in the House, 
Was passed by the Senate March 8, 
after an unsuccessful attempt by

Maintaining the air strength 
would be considered easy, because 
Germany obtained an excellent sup- 
ply of airplanes from Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. 


For the immediate future, Gov- 
ernment spokesmen intimated, Ger- 
man propaganda would be turned 
on an alleged effort at London to 
hinder negotiations between Dr. 
Helmuth Wohlthat, German eco- 
nomic expert, and the Rumanian 
Government for a trade agreement. 
Goering Returning to Italy. 
Reports that Hitler intends soon 
to summon the Reichstag were dis- 
pelled when it was announced that 
Wilhelm 
Goering intends to resume his 
“holiday” on the Italian Riviera 
tomorrow night. He was summoned 
back by the Chancellor just before 
the entrance of German troops into 
Moravia-Bohemia. 
When he came back then from 
Italy, official commentators said 
that he had “by no means been 
resting, but had been at work.” 
The remark seemed to indicate that 
renewed “holiday” would include a 
report to Premier Mussolini on the 
new central European situation 
and on German’s attitude toward 
Italian aspirations concerning 
French colonial territory. 
Hitler’s Return to Berlin. 


Hitler returned to Berlin last 
night acclaimed with the title of 
medieval German emperors, “aug- 
mentor of the Reich.” Confer- 
neces in the swift tempo in which 
the Fuehrer works at times of his- 
toric importance followed immedi- 
ately. 

Four times Hitler appeared spot- 
lighted on the Chancellery balcony 
to receive the “heils” of a throng 
that welcomed him home from a 
tour of Germany’s new protecto- 
rate of Bohemia and Moravia. 

The multitude shouted for still 
another appearance but this was 
denied to them and an announcer 
urged the people to go home “be- 
cause the Fuehrer has important 
conferences before him.” 

Field Marshal Goering, who 
shared the balcony spotlight with 
Hitler, had struck the keynote of 
the homecoming welcome to the 
Fuehrer when he gave the nation’s 
pledge “never to reljnquish this gi- 
gantic, this great and tremendous- 
ly courageous creation of yours, 
come what may.” 

Welcomed by Guns and Bells. 

Hitler made his entry to Berlin 
to the booming of a 21-gun salute, 
the pealing of church bells and the 
near-hysterical shrieks of Berlin- 
ers packed along the three-mile 
route from Goerlitzer railway sta- 
tion to the Chancellery. 

Bundled in a heavy leather coat 
as a protection against the snow 
which later turned to rain, Hitler 
stood in the front of his big tour- 
ing car, his hand upraised in salute. 

Traveling up Unter den Linden, 
the Fuehrer and his escort passed 
under a dome of light raised against 
the sky by huge army searchlights. 

The homecoming was in strange 
contrast to the unexpected depar- 
ture of last Wednesday, when Hit- 
ler followed his troops into Bohe- 
mia and Moravia. The mass of 
people then was in ignorance of the 
historical developments, Last night 
they had been keyed up and 
schooled by the Press Propaganda 
Minister, Paul Joseph Goebbels. 

On the way to the Chancellery 
the Fuehrer was greeted by shouts 
of “Hail Victory!” and “Hail, Aug- 
mentor of the Reich!” 

At the railway station, Goering 
had welcomed him. In the welcom- 
‘Ing party were Baron Konstantin 
von Neurati, newly-appointed 
“Reich protector of Bohemia and 
Moravia,” and diplomatic represent- 
pew of Germany’s partners in the 
|anti-Comintern accord, Italy, Japan 
and Hungary. 

Gains From Czech Seizure. 


Foreign military observers took 
stock of the modern airplanes, guns 
and other military equipment of 
latest design which fell into Ger- 
man possession as result of the 
‘bloodless conquest of Bohemia and 
| Moravia. 

The armament potentialities of 
the gigantic Skoda works, centered 
at Pilsen, and other arms factories 
also claimed attention in efforts to 
evaluate Germany’s gain in the 
world arms race. 

A Nazi commentator said: 
“We increase thereby our arma- 
‘ments advantage over the Western 
democracies without having set our 
armaments production or the neces- 
sary financial outlays into play for 
this useful circumstance.” 

Hitler’s newspaper, Voelkischer 
Beobachter, added a warning note 
for anyone desiring to disturb “the 
new German arrangement of Cen- 
tral Europe.” 

“Around us an empire is growing 
which gives Germans the position 
in Europe which was their due and 
is their due. The empire will be 
eternal because the German people 
is eternal,” Voelkischer Beobachter 
declared. 

“The new foundations laid down 
by Adolf Hitler are the ancient plat- 
forms of that empire which never 
existed for its own end but always 
bore the task of bringing peace to 
Central Europe. 

“The peace of Central Europe is 
the peace of Europe if its omens 
ar) the power and strength of Ger- 
many. Adolf Hitler is Germany’s 
power and strength and with that 
the pnace of Europe! May no one 
dare to disturb the order.” 

Broadcast te Youth. 
In a nationwide broadcast to 
German youth yesterday, Education 
Minister Bernhard Rust restated

Earlier the fam- 
ily had lived four years in Cali- 
fornia, going there from Maine, 
Minn., where Douglas was born. 

In 1916 Douglas entered Whit- 
man College, Walla Walla, Wash., 
and four years later received a 
bachelor of arts degree. Then for 
two years he taught in the high 
school at Yakima. 

He came East in 1922 by bum- 
ming his way on a freight train. 
When he arrived in New York he 
had 36 cents. 

The next year, Douglas married 
Mildred M. Riddle of La Grande. 
Ore., a teacher. They have two 
children, Mildred, 7, and William, 5. 

Douglas worked his way through 
Columbia University Law School, 
then got a job in one of New 
York’s leading corporation law 
firms — Cravath, Degersdorff, 
Swaine & Wood. 

In two years he tired of that 
and returned to Columbia Law 
School, where he lectured from 
1925 to 1927. By 1932 he had shift- 
ed to Yale Law School and been 
proomted to be Sterling professor 
of law, reputedly the highest paid 
post in the school. 

How New Deal Found Him. 

Those who profess to know say 
that it was a study of corporate 
reorganization by Douglas which 
first captured the attention of the 
New Deal. Joseph Patrick Ken- 
nedy was running the SEC during 
the first flush of the New Deal and 
heard Douglas had written an anal- 
ysis of reorganization procedure. 
Few New Dealers had as sharp an 
eye for the intricacies of corpora- 
tion finance ag Kenndy. The lat- 
ter, so the story goes, read the 
study, summoned Douglas. The re- 
sult was Douglas’ appointment to 
the SEC. 

Three months after he became 
chairman, Douglas trained his 
sights on Wall street. He demand- 
ed that the Stock Exchange “clean 
up—or else.” 

After effecting changes in the 
exchange, Douglas turned his at- 
tention to the utility industry to 
simplify holding company struc- 
tures under the Utility Act of 1935. 
To this job Douglas has given him- 
self. He has told the utilities sim- 
plification should be “evolutionary 
rather than revolutionary.” The 
completion of the job, he has said, 
will take several years. 

Since the administration began 
its current effort to reassure and 
stimulate business, the commission 
has relaxed its rules concerning 
“short” sales of securities, but 
Douglas balked indignantly a few 
days ago, however, at a proposal 
from the exchanges to make fur- 
ther changes in trading rules.

WASHINGTON, March 20. 
HIS is an impression of Presi- 

T cent Roosevelt as he appeared 
at a recent press conference. 

A word, first, about the confer- 
ence itself. There is nothing like 
this institution in any other coun- 
try of the world. Foreign journal- 
ists who visit the White House 
never fail to be amazed by it. Twice 
a week at stated hours—the hours 
being so fixed that the “breaks” 
are evenly divided between the 
morning and the evening newspa- 
pers—the President subjects him- 
self to questioning by the Washing- 
ton correspondents. Unlike Hard- 
ing, Coolidge and Hoover, Roosevelt 
permits oral questions; they re- 
quired that questions be submitted 
in writing, and many a query was 
shuffled to the bottom of the deck 
and never reached. Roosevelt 
changed the system at his first 
press conference as President and 
has never gone back to the old. 

You enter his big circular office 
with some 150 other newspaper 
writers and see him at a desk clut- 
tered with all manner of gadgets. 
He is smoking a cigarette in a 
long holder. The reporters crowd 
forward, for those in the front 
rows have a decided advantage. 
“All in,” shouts an attendant from 
the rear, and the conference is on. 

You see at once that he has aged 
perceptibly during his six years in 
office; his hair is grayer and thin- 
ner, and there are new lines in his 
face. But if there has been any 
loss of vitality, physical or mental, 
it is not apparent. His manner is 
as buoyaat, as self-assured, as ever. 
The cigarette tilts up from the 
mouth at a cocky angle. He is 
wearing on this occasion, for it is 
St. Patrick’s day, a suit of dull 
green, and a green necktie. He re- 
marks that he doesn’t see a single 
other Irishman in the crowd, Oh, 
yes, there is one over there—he has 
spotted the shamrock on a Coat 
lapel. He seems to be enjoying 
himself thoroughly. 


They cover subjects all the way 
from taxes to Hitler, from the farm 
problem to the vacancy on the Su- 
preme Court. He answers some, 
others he parries with a skill sharp- 
ened by long practice. His good 
humor fails but once, and then but 
momentarily. I had heard that ae 
had become somewhat testy at 
these conferences. He may have 
been s6 at times, but at this session 
he is unruffled. 

If there is any change in his 
manner from that of six years agu, 
it is in the greater brevity and 
crispness of his replies. At times, 
now, he replies with a plain “yes” 
or “no” where once he would have 
elaborated. 

Even to one who saw him many 
times in action in the first two 
years of the New Deal, it is a re- 
markable performance. The mani- 
fest confidence of the man in his 
own powers; his deftness in keep- 
ing out of traps; his quickness in 
retort; the mobility of his features: 
above all his abounding vitality— 
these stand out from a medley of 
impressions of this astonishing 
man. 


I had heard weird tales—as one 
hears of any President—relating to 
the state of his health. Stories 
that the President had collapsed or 
is about to collapse are always be- 
ing whispered around the country; 
the farther away you get from 
Washington, the taller is likely to 
be the tale, If this President is in 
other than excellent physical trim 
the reporters here don’t know it. 

At recent luncheons with guests 
he has had such substantial fare as 
pot roast on one occasion, corned 
beef and cabbage on another. He 
eats hearty breakfasts and dinners 
as well, Most important of all, he 
sleeps soundly. He has the happy 
faculty—which Hoover lacked—of 
putting his problems out of mind 
when he goes to bed. If he couldn’t 
do that, in these killing times, it 
is doubtful whether even his ro- 
bust constitution would have stood

King Farouk and _ Scientists 
See Shishak’s Mummy in 
Newly-Discovered Tomb. 


CAIRO, March 20 (AP).—Young 
King Farouk and a party of scien- 
tists descended a tomb shaft to- 
day and pried open a coffin of 
pure silver to inspect the bejeweled 
mummy of one of his famous 
predecessors—King Shishak (She- 
shonk), founder of the twenty-sec- 
ond dynasty, who lived about 950 
Bb. 

The coffin was inclosed in a sar- 
cophagus of pure gold. It was in 
the tomb of Pharaoh Psou’_ Sen 
Nef, the last King of the last dy- 
nasty, and at first was believed to 
have been his. 

According to the Bible, Shishak 
“in the fifth year of Behoboam,” 
attacked Jerusalem with a vast 
army, ransacked the city and 
stripped Solomon’s temple of its 
treasures. 


Heavy Damage at Siangyang and 
Fancheng; Defenders’ Han River 
Drive Reported Stopped. 

SHANGHAI, March 20 (AP).— 
Japanese planes dropped 200 bombs 
today on Siangyang and Fancheng, 
major Chinese military bases north- 
west of Hankow. 

Heavy damage was reported, but 
casualties were comparatively few 
because most of the inhabitants 
had fled. 

Japanese naval commanders said 
a Chinese counter-offensive along 


Gold hieroglyphics on the sar- 
cophagus proved that it was Shi- 
shak’s coffin. 

Discovery of the tomb itself was 
announced yesterday by Prof. 
Pierre Montet of Strasbourg 
(France) University. 

The discovery was made in ex- 
cavations at Sanelhagr, in the Nile 
delta a few miles from Port Said. 

The tomb was intact, unlike so 
many other Egyptian tombs which 
have been found despoiled by rob- 


bers. 
Besides the sarcophagus, there |

Act reopened today the congression- 
al controversy over American for- 


eign policy. Legislators are taking 
sides for or against a bill by Chair- 
man Pittman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee to let 
warring nations buy arms in this 
country if they pay cash and ship 
them in their own vessels. 

The present neutrality law for- 
bids such shipments whenever the 
President finds that a state of war 
exists. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, took 
issue with Pittman’s proposal, advo- 
cating instead a prohibition on the 
sale “directly or indirectly of all 
instruments of war to any and all 
nations engaged in armed conflict.” 
“We will not contribute to mass 
murder,” declared Borah, senior 
Republican on the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. 

That committee will meet 
Wednesday to consider changes in 
the Neutrality Act, following Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s comment that Eu- 
ropean developments showed revi- 
sion of the statute was needed. 
Some administration advisers have 
pointed out that the law now would 
stop sale of arms to European de- 
mocracies as well as to the totali- 
tarian nations in event of war. 
Borah said there should be “no 
discretion anywhere” as the shut- 
ting off all supply of instruments of 
war. 

“We could afford at least to re- 
fuse all help after war is actually 
in progress,” he said. 

As to the “cash and carry” idea, 
he said “the fact that the nations 
or any of them might have. the 
ships and the money to come and 
get arms and carry them away 
should not be permitted to form an 
exception.” 


President Not Consulted. 


Pittman said he had not con- 
sulted the President or the State 
Department in drafting his bill. 
Some administration leaders have 
said that the present neutrality 
law has encouraged the totalitarian 
nations to pursue their “force poli- 
tics,” as it would stop American 
arms sales to the European democ- 
racies in case of war. 

Pittman’s proposed revision of 
the law would leave the American 
markets open for Great Britain, in 
event of war, if its navy controlled 
the seas. 

Capper Opposes Shipments. 

Commenting on Pittman’s  pro- 
posal, Senator Capper (Rep.), Kan- 
sas, said he favored “strengthen- 
ing our Neutrality Act rather than 
weakening it.” 

“I think this Government should 
keep out of all foreign wars and 
should refuse to ship war supplies 
to any country engaged in war,” 
he said. 

Discussing his proposal in a radio 
speech last night, Pittman said 
“while I do not desire any ex- 
traneous amendments offered to 


‘the resolution, it must be understood 


that I do not commit myself not to 
offer further legislation increasing 
the emergency powers of the Presi- 
dent.” 

Noting that some persons had ad- 
vocated an embargo on all mate- 
rials used to manufacture weapons 
as well as all arms, munitions and 
implements of war, Pittman  de- 
clared: 

“It must be perfectly evident that 
in the event of a world war, our 
people are not going to make the 
sacrifice of discontinuing substan- 
tially all of their exports, particu- 
larly in a time of mounting sur- 
pluses, loss of domestic purchasing 
power, and tragic unemployment. 
In my opinion, Congress would 
not pass such legislation.” 

Says Emergency Demands Action. 

He said the “great emergency 
that is facing the world and inev- 
itably our own country if the march 
of the totalitarian Powers contin- 
ues, demands our action.”

IN MEXICO NEAR,

Issue ‘‘Reaching Definite 
Solution Through Plan of 
Co-operation” Offered by 
Foreign Firms. 


MEXICO CITY, March 20 (AP). 
~The Mexican Government appar- 
ently seeks a settlement of the oil 
expropriation controversy whereby 
it would retain full control of the 
petroléum industry and demand ad- 
ditional cash investments from the 
expropriated concerns in exchange 
for a share of the earnings. 

This was the analysis drawn by 
observers from a speech yesterday 
by President Lazaro Cardenas be- 
fore some 35,000 persons celebrat- 
ing the first anniversary of the 
confiscation of properties valued 
at $400,000,000 by the 17 American 
and British companies concerned. 

Donald Richberg, counsel for the 
companies, remained silent on Car- 
denas’ speech. He had said Friday 
that neither party had “commit- 
ted himself to agreement” and 
none could “be assumed” until “ex-

DEMAND IN SENATE 
FOR TAX REVISION 


Some Members of Committee 
Want to Act if President 
Proposes Nothing. 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP). 
—Sentiment increased in the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee today for 
congressional action to overhaul 
business taxes, even though Presi- 
dent Roosevelt fails to recommend 
their revision. 

The President said last week the 
Treasury was making factual stud- | 
ies to ascertain effects of suggested 
changes in the tax structure. He 
insisted that revenues remain at 
their present level. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, a 
Finance Committee member, said | 
he interpreted Mr. Roosevelt’s re- 
cent statements as indicating the 
chief executive had no desire to 
revamp the present system. 
Senators Adams (Dem.), Colora- 
do, and Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
agreed with George that Congress 
should take matters into its own 
hands if administration proposals 
are not forthcoming. 

George said there was no doubt 
that a majority of the Senate fa- 
vored overhauling of corporation 
taxes. Congressional talk is center- 
ing on a proposal to substitute a 
‘flat levy on corporation income for 
ithe existing undistributed profits, 
capital stock and excess profits 
taxes. 

Administration followers argue 
that this might deter business, be- 
cause a higher rate would be neces- 
sary to compensate for existing 
levies. 

Cloakroom discussion continued 
over the President’s request for an 
emergency $150,000,000 fund to op- 
erate WPA until June 30. Senator 
Shipstead (F-L), Minnesota, Suid he 
originally thought the $725,000,000 
voted by Congress would suffice, 
but added that he now favors the 
extra money because “there has 
been no increase in employment or 
in business.”

As Fascism Sweeps the World. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

E are often reminded of the mani- 

fold and obvious advantages of a 
United: States of Europe. It is rapidly 
taking shape under German leadership, 
with the minor roles of England, France 
and Italy already indicated. 

Japan has taken up the brown man’s 
burden. An Asia for the Asiatics has 
long since been proclaimed. Its organ- 
ization is proceeding apace, without ef- 
fective protest or resistance from the 
formerly dominant -world Powers. Brit- 
ish, American and French penetration in 
Asia will be tolerated only so far ag it 
‘™may be useful to the Japanese overlords. 
Germany and Japan between them will 
erase the Russian menace. 


The United States of North America 
will endeavor to maintain its splendid | 


isolation, but its nebulous suzerainty over 
South America, already rudely challenged 
by Germany, will fade out altogether. A 
spineless people will cleave desperately 
to salaries, interest, dividends, pensions, 
annuities and relief, and will not dare to 
resist the Will to Power of the more 
virile nations.

PROBLEMS OF INHERITANCE. 
A man can carry to the grave only so much as 


‘he can bold in his clenched hand. So runs the say- 
‘{ng. But until a comparatively recent 


‘period there 
have been few restrictions upon what a man might 
devise to his heirs. ‘Today, however, inheritance 
taxes, state and Federal, take more than two-thirds 
of the estates of the very wealthy. The fate of 


| estates of the super-rich at the hands of the inheri- 


tance tax collector was told in interesting detail in 
a story in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

This article shows that six of the largest estates 
left since 1935 were reduced an average of about 
65 per cent by death taxes. To show how sharply 
inheritance taxes have been raised in the past decade 
or so, it is pointed out that an estate several times 
larger than any of these six shrank only 11 per cent 
when it was liquidated in 1928. 

There was a brief period, from 1926 to 1932, when 
gift taxes were lifted in their entirety, and many a 
prudent millionaire, including Rockefeller and re- 
putedly Ford, took advantage of the period of grace 
to transfer a major portion of their fortunes to 
their putative heirs with a minimum of taxation. 

The drastic increase in inheritance levies may be 
traced to two causes. In the first place, it has come 
to be felt that gigantic concentrations of wealth in 
the hands of a single individual or family are con- 
trary to the genius of democracy. Secondly, the 
burden of relief and the expansion of the social func- 
tions of government have necessitated greater rev- 
enues. It is rightly believed that it is better to 
levy on inheritances than it is to increase taxes on 
consumption. 

The first $40,000 of an inheritance is tax-exempt 
under the present law, and this amount is doubled if 


half of it is in insurance for specific beneficiaries. |. 


For higher inheritances, the tax is graduated so that 
while it may interfere with a style of living, it need 
not cause hardship. Moreover, the blow of the estate 
taxes may be and frequently is ameliorated by gifts 
of a large part of a fortune prior to the death of 


‘the owner or by the establishment of trusts. Gifts 
are taxable at a much lower rate than inherited 
wealth, although the inheritance tax applies even to 
gifts if it is legally proved that they are made “in 
anticipation of death.” 

With the principle of inheritance taxes, there does 
not seem to be much room for disagreement. As to 
whether all. the administrative sections of the law 
are wisely drawn, there is ground for doubt. Certainly 


we have consoled ourselves in the belief | there is need for an integration of state and Federal 


that no tree ever grows to the sky. The 
action and reaction of powerful evolu- 
tionary forces will doubtless retard or 
modify developments, and alter the pat- 
tern. Prophecy is futile, or so it seems. 
Yet the depths of human ignorance are 
so profound that we are unable cor- 
rectly to interpret even the significance 
of past events. Dictatorships and democ- 
racies alike are under the influence of 
powers which they can neither under- 
stand nor control.

Stark’s previous ap- 
pointments to the Circuit bench have been good. He 
appointed Frank B. Coleman and Thomas L. Anderson, 
who were knifed by the Dickmann machine in last 
August's primary because they did not fit into the 
party picture, The knifing was done by Dickmann’s 
trigger-men, Robert E. Hannegan and James A. 
Waechter, who seem to have been given the power of 
life and death so far as Circuit Judges are concerned. 

If the Governor should again appoint Coleman or 
Anderson, it would not only be a vindication of the 
independent records of these men, but it would be a 
direct rebuke to the Dickmann-Hannegan-Waechter 
combination. It would be a fitting answer to the con- 
temptuous action of the combination in refusing to 
support either of them for nomination. In any case, 
the Governor is expected to name as the new Judge 
& man of outstanding legal qualifications, high char- 
acter and freedom from hampering political alliances. 

There are some excellent Judges on the Citcuit 
bench, but there are others who have brought the 
bench into the worst disrepute it has suffered for 


generations, At least four of the Judges owe their 


seats in whole or in part to Bey Brown and Gully 
Owen, overlords of the local handbook racket. The 
fruits of such alliances as this are apparent. 

Never was it more important that the Governor 
rise high above partisan considerations than in his 
choice of a successor to Judge Ryan.

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IS RUMANIA NEXT? 

“What next?” is the world’s great question as Adolf 
Hitler surveys his new domain and receives in Ber- 
lin the revived’ medieval title, “Aggrandizer of the 
German Empire.” No longer is there serious accept- 
ance of the theory, bred of wishful thinking, that a 
few concessions would satisfy him. Even Neville 
Chamberlain has learned that Hitler is insatiable and 
his promise of no further conquests is worthless. 

Memel, a part of pre-war Germany, is ripe to fall 
into the Fuehrer’s hands whenever he gives the word, 
and conferences to this end have opened. It is the 
prospect of fresh conquests, to aggrandize rather than 
restore Germany, that gives the world concern. And 
Rumania occupies the luckless position of being next 
on Hitler’s line of march toward the Near East and 
the Ukraine. 

There are indications of a rally by the democratic 
Powers to preserve Rumania from the conqueror. 
London, it is reported, wants a conference with 
France, Russia and the United States with “Stop Hit- 
ler” as its rallying cry. Rumania is reported ready 
to meet part of the Nazis’ economic demands, but to 
stand firm against any loss of political rights, in the 
hope that help will come from the Western nations. 

Rumania has the rich resources in oil and in wheat 
required to make Germany self-sustaining in the 
event of war. Should these assets fall to Hitler, the 
possibility of blockading Germany into submission 
would be greatly reduced. Rumania long played a 
canny game in resisting overtures to enter the Nazi 
orbit, but the Munich capitulation meant a terrific 
loss of bargaining power. Now, without outside sup- 
port, the cause seems hopeless. In military power, 
Rumania is no match for the Nazi colossus. Her mil- 
lions of minority citizens, added by World War con- 
quests, offer centers of infection for attack by propa- 
ganda methods akin to those that wrecked Austria 
and Czecho-Slovakia. 

It would be ironic if the Paris-London axis took 
its stand on the Rumanian frontier after handing 
over the Czech Republic to Nazi dominance. Strate- 
gically, the Sudeten mountain fastnesses were far 
better suited to defense than is the Rumanian bor- 
der. And the Czech Republic for two decades had 
been an outpost of democracy, while Rumania, ruled 
by Carol’s military dictatorship, has been a seat of 
repression and intolerance. 

The decision to admit Russia to the conferences is 
an even greater reversal than Chamberlain’s aban- 
donment of his appeasement policy. At Munich, the 
Soviet Union got the cold shoulder. Today, British 
leaders seem to consider the situation desperate 
enough to forget their previous repugnance toward 
any alignment with Moscow. 
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THE CASE OF WORKERS PAST 40. 

Since the depression began, workers past 40 have 
encountered increasing difficulty in getting and hold- 
ing jobs. They are usually first to be fired when re- 
trenchment begins, and last to be hired in moments 
of expansion. The theory that these older workers 
are less efficient as a group than younger men has 
been riddled by scientific tests, and now it receives 
a further blow by the report of a special committee 
appointed last year by Secretary Perkins.

Dr. Manns said, 

' qhen it claims that it is a bulwark 
against Communism. The sympa- 
thy which Fascism has aroused 
on this claim, and to which it 
owes its success, is based on the 
fiction that the choice for the 
world lies between Fascism and 
Communism. 

“The great body of middle class 
citizens should be warned of the 
disappointment which awaits it if 
it surrenders to this idea. It is not 
the intention of Fascism to protect 
private property and individual- 
istic economy. The economic pol- 
icy of Nazi-ism is Bolshevism. 
The expropriation of the Jews is 
only a prelude to more along the 
game line. 

“Fascism has borrowed every- 
thing from Bolshevism except its 
morality. 

“If the popular conception of Bol- 
shevism is one of terror, then there 
is no better picture of it than in the 
German pogroms, They are radical, 
unrestrained revolution. 

“Revolutions usually contain 
some idea of their relation to hu- 
manity. Because of this, human- 
ity has usually overlooked revo- 
lutionary misdeeds. This has been 
the attitude toward the French 
revolution and toward the proleta- 
rian revolution in Russia, 

“But the misdeeds of the Nazi 
revolution are devoid of excuse. 
That is a revolution of unprincipled 
force and absolute cynicism. It 
is filled with a lust for degreda- 
tion of man and his ideas. Mor- 
ally its purpose is the destruction 
of the idea of civilization.” 


Proposes Social Democracy. 

Stating that “the present dark 
time” is a good occasion on which 
“to recall the essence and meaning 
of' democratic ideals,” Dr. Mann 
said that democracy to be work- 
able must be a “social democracy.” 

“The contrast between democracy 
and socialism,” he said, “is the con- 
trast between freedom and equal- 
ity, between the individual and so- 
ciety. They are mutually exclusive. 

“But democracy and socialism can 
include both tendencies, and they 

re resolved in that which trans- 
ends both—Christianity.” 

Dr. Mann hoped for the continu- 
ance of a Christian democracy. 
“The center of gravity in our day,” 
he said, “is toward equality. Social 
democracy must be the order of the 
day if democracy is to survive and 
protect civilization against barbar- 
ism.” 

Later on he added: “If democracy 
is to triumph it must defend itself. 
A militant democracy is the need 
or the day. A democracy freed 
f self-doubt, a democracy which 
knows what it wants and which is 
sure of a victory of itself over bar- 
barism.” 


A Delicate Problem. 


On the delicate problem of the 
limits of freedom within democracy, 
the limits designed to prevent it 
from running over into anarchism, 
Dr. Mann said: “The democratic 
concept of freedom must never in- 
clude freedom to those forces which 
would destroy freedom. That is the 
very essence of' democracy—a need 
for self-preservation. The crisis of 
democracy in the world today is the 
crisis of freedom.” 

Dr. Mann excoriated those “false 
friends” of freedom who “confuse 
A devotion to freedom with their 
Own interest in it.” 

“A Selfish interest in freedom,” 
e said, “is not a real love of it.”

NEW YORK, March 20 (AP).— 
The General Motors Corporation, 
presented yesterday a study of the 
compensation of its three highest- 
paid executives from 1930 through 
1937 to show that the Government 
stands to get the equivalent of 
their bonuses by way of income 
taxes. 

The executives were not named in 
the exhibit, contained in the annual 
report, although Alfred P. Sloan 
Jr., chairman, in commenting on it, 
mentioned he was among the three. 
He also noted he had been elim- 
inated from further participation 
in the bonus at the outset of 1937. 

In quarters familiar with the cor- 
poration’s affairs, it was assumed 
the other two were William 5. 
Knudsen, president, and Donaldson 
Brown, vice-chairman. 

The No. 1 man, presumably 
Sloan, over the eight-year period 
was credited with annual average 
compensation of $297,995. Allow- 
ance for Federal income taxes 
present rates, the exhibit showed, 
would cut this to $133,337. 

His pay, counting bonus, ranged 
from a high of $561,161 yearly to a

CHICAGO, March 20 (AP).—Dr. 
Eduard Benes, former President of 


Czecho-Slovakia, speaking on the 
dismemberment of his native coun- 


try, told the American people yes- 
terday that “with the subjugation 
of Czecho-Slovakia, freedom is be- 
ing guillotined.” 

At the same time he appealed to 
the American people “not to permit 
such conceptions and ideas as are 
now trying to dominate Europe to 
be tolerated in this free country.” 

Dr, Benes, now a lecturer at the 
University of Chicago, spoke at 
the school’s Sunday roundtable, and 
his address was broadcast by radio. 

“In the approaching battle for the 
Victory of the spirt against the 
sword, the United States,” he de- 
clared, “has a very great role to 
play. Be ready for that conflict 
and be strong—oh, people of democ- 
racy.” 

Not Self-Determination. 

Asserting: that Czecho-Slovakia 
had been destroyed by a “dictatori- 

a] regime,” Dr. Benes said: 

“Don't believe that it was a ques- 

tion of self-determination for a 

minority, From the beginning it 

has been a battle for the existence 
of the state, A dictatorship can- 
not tolerate freedom. A dictatorship 
can permit no liberty, no freedom, 
no democracy in its vicinity. It 
was and is and will be a battle for 
existence by a free nation opposed 
by a totalitarian state which de- 
nies freedom. The latest move of 
‘the German dictatorshp in the oc- 
cupation of Czecho-Slovakia 
proves it. 

“This last tragic event must now 
finally open the eyes of the whole 
world to the fact that the Czecho- 

Slovak nation was from its begin- 

ning condemned by the dictators. 

With the subjugation of Czecho- 

Slovakia, freedom is being guillo- 
“tined, And nobody in the United 
_Btates or in the world should for-

11,941,702 BALES OF COTTON 
SINNED FROM 1938 CROP 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP).—The 
Census Bureau in its final cotton ginning 
report of the season today said 11,941,- 
70% equivalent 500-pound bales of cotton, 
exclusive of linters, had been ginned from 
the 1938 crop. Ginnings were 18,945,028 
bales in 1937 and 12,398,882 in 1936. The 
Agriculture Department in its final esti- 
mate in December estimated the crop at 
12,008,000 equivalent 500-pound bales for 
1938. 

Ginnings in running bales, counting 
round as half bales, totaled 11,620,601, 
compared with 18,252,075 in 1937 and 
12,141,376 in 1936. Round bales includ- 
ed this year totaled 157,979, compared 
with 326.742 in 1937 and 282,262 in 
1936. 


American-Egyptian cotton included to- 
taled 20,501 bales, compared with 10,- 
991 in 1937 and 17,551 in 1936, and Sea 
Island cotton included totaled 4273 bales, 
compared with 4030 and 889. 

The average gross weight of the bale 
for the crop, counting round as half bales, 
was 518.3 pounds, compared with 519.0 
for 1937 and 510.6 for 1936.

40,000 UNLESS 
GETS MORE FUNDS 


State Administrators Get 
Quotas for Cuts, Effect- 
ive April 3—Missouri’s 
Reduction, 17,500. 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (AP). 
~The WPA informed its state ad- 
ministrators today that they would 
have to drop 400,000 persons from 
work relief during the week begin- 
ning April 3 unless Congress appro- 
priated additional funds before then. 

Col. F. C. Harrington, WPA Ad- 
ministrator, made public a State 
by-State list of the reductions he 


said would have to be made in the 
rolls if Congress failed to act. 

Harrington's list of reduction in 
employes by states includes: Mis- 
gouri, 17,500, and Illinois, 34,000. 

The list was issued while Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was trying to obtain 
an additional appropriation of $150,- 
000,000 to carry on work relief to 
July 1. His request for this sum 
was refused earlier this session. 

In a letter to State WPA admin- 
istrators, Harrington mentioned 
that the additional appropriation 
was before tne House Appropria- 
tions Committee. Pending action 
on it, he said, it was necessary to 
plan operation of the works pro- 
gram for April on a basis of funds 
actually available.

Tells French Their Insults 
‘Will Be Returned on 
Point of Bayonets. 


ROME, March 20 (AP).—Author- 
itative Fascist editor, Virginio 
Gayda, asserted today that French 
insults to Italy, which Italians 
would carry “on the points of their 
bayonets,” prevented any attempt 
at French rapprochement with 
Rome. 

Who in France could hope to keep 
Italy out of “the great contest 


which is being prepared” when in- 


sults aimed at the Italian army are 
being published in France? Gayda 
asked. 

Gayda cited a long list of satiri- 
cal cartoons and quotations from 
the French press. 

His editorial today in Ii Giornale 
D'’Italia followed reports from 
Paris that some French political 
figures and newspapers were rec- 
ommending settlement of their dif- 
ferences with Italy. 

“Italy is firmly within the (Rome- 
Berlin) axis in spirit and in arms,” 
Gayda said. “Italy is not hurrying 
to war by way of a program, but 
she does not fear it. Rather she 
expects it. 

“Above all, she is champing at the 
bit and is anxious to meet with 
these dirty champions on the other 
side of the barricade who are rais- 
ing their voices from the liquor 
shops of Paris after having counted 
on paper millions of men and thou- 
sands of guns with which Great 
Britain, the United States and 
probably Russia seem to assure the 
defenses of their country 

“Let these champions know their 
dirty words will be remembered 
and carried as gay banners on the 
points of bayonets for a day of 
reckoning.”

Gayda drove home yesterday the 
view that Italy could wait for the!

advantage it expects to get from 
Germany's absorption of most of

“The story is not finished,” he 
wrote in La Voce d'Italia in re- 
ferring to “the shopkeeping spirit” 
of Britain and France. He appar- 
ently hadin mind questions in the 
British and French press as to 
what benefits Italy derived from 
her axis partner’s advance. 


He warned that Germany’s grow- 
ing strength was restoring the Eu- 
ropean balance of power upset hy 
the Treaty of Versailles and said 
“it is popular to save for the fu- 
ture the reckoning of Italian ad- 
vantages from the (Rome-Berlin) 
axis.” 

He charged that #rance “opposes 
solid warlike intransigeance to 
Italian calls for honesty.” 

Without directly inviting France 
and Britain to make offers, he con- 
cluded: 


“Italians have good memories. 


No real advantage has been assured 
their interests by the traditional 
friendship-alliance offered to Great 
Britain and sacrifices of blood and 
repeated demonstrations of good 
will offered to France. 

“The Italian balance from this 
side therefore is entirely a debit 
Vainly, up to now, have the {ftal- 
ians waited for it to show a credit.” 

Gayda cited France’s loss of a 
military ally as the outstanding ef- 
fect of Germany’s absorption of 
most of Czecho-Slovakia. 

He said Chancellor Hitler had 
spiked French efforts to realign 
Czecho-Slovakia, Yugoslavia, Po- 
land and Rumania in a bloc with 
France and Britain against Ger- 
many. 

Gayda repeated charges that 
France, Britain and the United 
States were arming to attack Italy 
and Germany. 

Rehearsal for Air Raid. 

Authorities expressed satisfaction 
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with Italy’s first test of evacuation 
of a city endangered by air raids. 
The test took place yesterday in 
Turin, large industrial city within 
50 miles of the French frontier. As 
part of the drill, a large section of 
the city was evacuated, the inhabi- 
tants being removed in 120 automo- 
biles.

Lasser said the alliance, an or- 
ganization of WPA employes and 
the unemployed, was printing 3,- 
000,000 ballots for a poll of all WPA 
workers in the United States on 
another job march on Washing- 
ton. The ballots would be sent 
out simultaneously, he added, with 
WPA orders to cut the work relief 
rolls. 

The CIO appealed to all members 
of Congress yesterday to restore the 
$150,000,000 cut from the original re- 
quested appropriation for relief, 

In a letter signed by James B. 
Carey, chairman of the CIO unem- 
ployment committee, the organiza- 
tion said it was “hard to conceive 
of the cutting of such an amount 
from any other of the non-adminis- 
trative Federal expenditures which 
would wreak so much havoc on the 
country.” 


Reduction in Five-State Midwest 
Region Set at 119,000. 

CHICAGO, March 20 (AP).—Re- 
gional Director Bruce Uthus an- 
nounced today that 119,000 WPA 
workers would have to be taken 
off the rolls in the five-State region 
No. 4 beginning April 3 unless Con- 
gress appropriated more funds. 

Uthus called the State adminis- 
trators of Illinois, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Ohio and Missouri into con- 
ference on receipt of instructions 
concerning the cuts from Wash- 
ington. 

Uthus, heading the country’s larg- | 
est employment region, said the 
regional total WPA employment 
now was 801,500. The 119,000 cut 
would leave the April quota at. 
682,500. 

He said the five states’ situation 
was: 

Illinois — Present employment, 
229,000; reduction, 34,000; April quo- 
ta, 195,000. 

Indiana—Present, 85,500; 
tion, 11,000; April, 74,500. 

Michigan—Present, 139,000; 
duction, 20,000; April, 119,000, 

Missouri—Present, 102,500; reduc- 
tion, 17,500; April, 85,000. 

Ohio—Present, 245,500; reduction, 
36,500; April, 209,000. 

Uthus said the April cuts would 
be in addition to the 20,500 aliens 
who have been removed from the 
regional rolls in recent weeks and 
a trimming of slightly more than 
one per cent resulting from a re- 
v.ew now in progress as to the ac- 
tual needs of WPA workers.

This fair okays the mystic east of the Orient, but has no truck with 
the effete east which lies beyond the Mississippi.

The same applies to Missouri, since she is not strictly a Western State 
in the eyes of covered wagon descendants, who regard Missouri as way 


back East. 


THE EXHIBITS of the 11 Western states, California, Washington, 
Idaho, New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado, Utah, Nevada, Montana, Wyom- 
ing and Oregon are housed in one building, the Hall of the Western 
States. Of course, the State of California, which is sometimes also 
called a state of mind, has a fine assortment of buildings of her own. 

The night light of the fair is extraordinary. Looking down upon 
Treasure Island from Telegraph Hill in San Francisco, it has all the 
white, flashing radiance of a square-cut diamond pendant hung midway 
on a thin strand of platinum that is the new bay bridge, which con- 
nects this city and Oakland across the bay. 

If it is a joy to see the island from afar at night, it is amazing to 
be on the island and wander from one beautifully ilhuminated court and 
building to another even more delightful. Night is like an enchanted 
garden, with its innumerable fountains and its soft, eerie blue illumina-

ATY is six. Her mother was 
K never taught about the nature 
of children. She knows only 
what she experienced, and she was 
brought up by a hard aunt whw had 
children of her own and was obliged 
to earn a living for all of the brood. 
Her aunt’s method of discipline was 
a short cut to peace. “You do this 
and I'll do that to you.” Now that 
Katy has to be reared her mother 
follows the old pattern. Maybe she 
gets a certain satisfaction out of it 
for the days she suffered under the 

harsh rule of eye for eye. 

“Did you spill that water? Go get 
arag. Wipe it up. Now come here 
and get your smacks, Three smacks 
for spilling water. Now you sit on 
that chair until dinner time.” 

“O, you forgot to shut the door, 
did you? Well, I'll give you some- 
thing to help your memory. Five 
strokes with the switch will help 
you to remember that doors have 
hinges.” 

Now Katy has become a thorn in 
her mother’s flesh. She thinks up 
things to do that provoke her 
mother—the moré destructive the 
better—and she does not mind the 
smacks and the switches beyond 
the minute. Punishment has be- 
come a game between her and her 
mother, But mother has wearied 
of it and wants a way out. She 
says Katy is bad, plain bad. No 
child would torment its own mother 
as she does if she weren’t plain bad. 
She forgets that she started the 
game and enjoyed it until it began 
going against her. 

There is always the danger of 
this sort when discipline becomes 
tit for tat. Making of rules is the 
making of trouble always. It is a 
great mistake to lay down a rule 
and set a punishment because the 
conditions of the act are never twice 
the same. That means the punish- 
ment does not fit. Better treat 
each emergency as it arises. Better 
be free of rules and regulations re- 
garding a child’s behavior so that 
one is free to act with what wisdom 
one can muster. , 

Household rules should be gen- 
eral, It is better to hold that good 
manners are a family character- 
istic, something expected of every- 
one, than to set the rule: “Any 
child who interrupts another person 
when he is talking has to be si- 
lenced for the half day and stay 
in his room one hour.” The inter- 
ruption might be necessary, or it 
might be excusable. Leave room 
for interpretation of the situation 
always. And don’t tempt chiidren 
to dramatic infringements of ordi- 
nary discipline by fixing penalties. 

The same principle holds in 
échoo] management. It is a mis- 
take to announce laws and penal- 
ties. “Any pupil found writing on 
the walls,” etc., is a direct invita- 
tion to the pupil who loves nothing 
better than a contest with the av- 
thorities. All he needs is a sug- 
gestion and he starts to work. Then 
precious time and energy are wast- 
ed on hunting him. And if he is 
found, what of it? Better take 
cleanliness and the care of the 
building for granted and at‘end 
to any offense against them wher 
it comes,

achievements have led to the use 
of the phrases.

In 
rubber bridge one’s own contract is 
the paramount issue. In duplicate 
one must not only ponder ways and 
means to fulfill one’s own contract 
‘but must at the same time analyze 
ithe hand for what might be occur- 
ring at other tables, For example, 
if a player has reached a three no 
itrump contract and, on inspection 
of the dummy, sees that four hearts 
or four spades would have been a 
\laydown, he must not be satisfied 
to make only nine tricks at no 
trump. He must go so far as to 
\jeopardize the contract itself in an 
effort to make an extra trick, so 
that his 430 or 630 points (according 
‘to vulnerability) will outdo the 
players who selected major suit 
icontracts. 

Sometimes, of course, there is no 
‘need to jeopardize the contract in 
order to make an extra trick. Per-

The bidding wag highly unortho- 
dox, but by no means bad. In fact, 
it was produced by two nationally 
known experts. North’s one dia- 
mond response was chosen as more 
constructive than a mere club raise 
and, as will be seen, actually had 
the value of stopping a diamond 
lead. South could have bid one 
heart on the second round, but 
chose to mask his holding and 
make the stronger bid of two no 
trump. 

West opened the queen of hearts, 
the diamond suit having been bid 
over him. Declarer won and led 
the queen of clubs. When West 
showed out (discarding the seven 
of diamonds) the queen was al- 
lowed to ride. East won with the 
king and returned his fourth best 
diamond. West's jack was allowed 
to hold, but a diamond continuation 
was won with the ace. Now the 
spade jack was led through East 
and, when latter played low, 
declarer went right up with the 
ace. A low club to the ace and 
a club return picked up East's 10 
spot and declarer cashed his fifth 
club. West meanwhile had found 
considerable difficulty in discard- 
ing to five rounds of clubs. He 
had to keep the spade queen guard- 
ed and also had to hold the jack 
and nine of hearts. Thus, after 
all the clubs were run and declarer 
was left with the K-10 of spades 
and the K-10 of hearts, West's hold- 
ing was the Q-8 of spades and the 
J-9 of hearts. It was very easy 
for the declarer to read the situa- 
tion. He laid down the heart king 
and threw West in by exiting with 
the heart ten. West, of course, had 
‘to return a spade fom the Q-8 up 
‘to declarer’s K-10. 
| The play in this hand was merely 
‘routine for a good player, but the 
‘fact is that the declarer actually 
would have risked his contract if it 
had been necessary to take an ex- 
tra trick. The moment he saw the 
dummy his thought was that four 
hearts undoubtedly would be the 
usual contract around the room, 
and that, despite the nonbreak in 
the heart suit, that contract could 
be fulfilled. Hence a mere three no 
trump (600 points) would be virtual-
